GRAND TRAVERSE BAY YMCA Official Registration Form, Release and Waiver of Liability and Indemnity Agreement 

IN CONSIDERATION of being permitted to utilize the facilities, services and programs of the YMCA (or for my children to so participate) for any purpose, including, 
but not limited to observation or use of facilities or equipment, or participation in any off-site program affiliated with the YMCA, the undersigned, for himself or herself 
and such participating children and any personal representatives, heirs, and next of kin, hereby acknowledges, agrees and represents that he or she has, or immediately 
upon entering or participating will, inspect and carefully consider such premises and facilities or the affiliated program. It is further warranted that such entry into the 
YMCA for observation or use of any facilities or equipment or participation in such affiliated program constitutes an acknowledgement that such premises and all facili- 
ties and equipment thereon and such affiliated program have been inspected and carefully considered and that the undersigned finds and accepts same as being safe and 
reasonably suited for the purpose of such observation, use or participation by the undersigned and such children. 

In further consideration of being permitted to enter the YMCA for any purpose including, but not limited to observation or use of facilities or equipment, or participation 
in any off-site program affiliated with the YMCA, the undersigned hereby agrees to the following: 

1. THE UNDERSIGNED ON HIS OR HER BEHALF AND BEHALF OF SUCH CHILDREN, HEREBY RELEASES, WAIVES, DISCHARGES AND CON- 
VENANTS NOT TO SUE the YMCA and all branches thereof, its directors, officers, employees, and agents (hereinafter referred to as "releasees") from all 
liability to the undersigned or such children and all his personal representatives, assigns, heirs, and next of kin for any loss or damage, and any claim or de- 
mands therefore on account of injury to the person or property or resulting in death of the undersigned or such children whether caused bv the negligence of 
the releasees or otherwise while the undersigned or such children is in, upon, or about the premises or any facilities or equipment therein or participating in 
any program affiliated with the YMCA. 

2. THE UNDERSIGNED HEREBY AGREES TO INDEMNIFY AND SAVE AND HOLD HARMLESS the releasees and each of them from any, loss, liabil- 
ity, damage or cost they may incur due to the presence of the undersigned or such children in, upon, or about the YMCA premises or in any way observing or 
using any facilities or equipment of the YMCA or participating in any program affiliated with the YMCA whether caused by the negligence of the releasees 
or otherwise. 

3. THE UNDERSIGNED HEREBY ASSUMES FULL RESPONSIBILITY FOR AND RISK OF BODILY INJURY, DEATH, OR PROPERTY DAMAGE to 
the undersigned or such children due to negligence of releasees or otherwise while in, about or upon the premises of the YMCA and/or while using the prem- 
ises or any facilities or equipment thereon or participating in any program affiliated with the YMCA. 

The undersigned gives permission to the Grand Traverse Bay YMCA for this registrant to appear in photographs, videotapes, or other media, etc., associated with 
YMCA programs. PARENTS: Our staff is trained in child abuse prevention and all staff sign a code of conduct. Please report any suspicious activity immediately. 

The undersigned agrees to abide by the Program Refund Policy as stated in the YMCA quarterly Program Brochure. Refunds will be made in the form of program cred- 
its unless otherwise approved and requests for refunds must be made in writing prior to the program start date. Late fees are non-refundable.
